In  accordance  with  established  custom  the  Board  of  Editors 
begs  leave  to  lay  before  the  Council  the  following  report  of  such 
of  its  proceedings  as  will  probably  be  of  interest  to  the  Council. 
The  Board  has  held  six  meetings  within  the  past  year,  two  in 
New  York  on  Saturday  the  28th  and  Sunday  the  29th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1914,  two  in  Chicago  on  December  29  and  30,  1914,  in  con- 
nection with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  one  in  Wash- 
ington, May  31,  1915,  and  one  again  in  New  York,  November 
26,  1915.  All  the  members  of  the  Board  were  present  at  the 
New  York  meetings,  five  at  each  of  the  meetings  in  Chicago  and 
Washington.  Professor  Turner  continued  to  act  as  Secretary 
and  Professor  Burr  as  Treasurer.  December  30,  Professor 
Cheyney  was  elected  Chairman  in  place  of  Professor  McLaughlin, 
resigned.

It  is  generally  understood  that  Mr.  Amos  j 
L.  Allen  is  a  candidate  for  Congress  from 
this  district. 

Republicans  who  desire  to  support  the 
republican  party,  and  not  help  the  Bryan 
democracy,  will  do  well  to  consider  what 
the  effect  of  Mr.  Allen's  election  will  have 
upon  the  republican  party  throughout  the 
country. 

What  is  the  situation? 
y     We  are  engaged  in  a  war  against  the 
rebellious  Aguinaldo  and  the  Tagals. 

The  Philippines  are  our  islands.  We 
are  responsible  for  them. 

We  must  give  them  such  government  as 
their  conditions  require  and  permit.  All 
of  them  require  peace  and  not  war.  We 
must  put  down  the  rebellion  and  give 
them  peace. 

Some  of  them,  and  some  portions  of 
other  islands  may  permit  us  to  allow  them 
local  self-government.  So  far  as  this  may 
be  practicable  the  justice  and  humanity  of 
our  people  acting  through  our  Congress 
will,  from  time  to  time,  wisely  concede, 
and  authoritatively  institute  and  maintain 
such  self-government. 

But  all  such  questions  are  for  the  future, 
to  be  handled  by  the  friends  and  not  the 
enemies  of  the  Administration. 

What  is  now  required  in  Congress  more 
than  at  any  time  since  the  period  of  recon- 
struction after  the  rebellion  is  statesman- 
ship of  the  pure  American  type. 

We  want  no  personal  politics  now.  No 
anti-administration  candidate.  No  repre- 
sentative of  a  faction.  No  man  who  will 
cast  a  suspicion  upon  the  stalwart  republi- 
canism of  the  first  district.  We  want  and 
must  have  a  candidate  who  will  heartily 
and  spontaneously  support  our  republican 
President  and  Congress,  and  who  has  the 
intellectual  strength  ably  to  do  it. 

The  Bryan  democracy  will  amply  repre- 
sent, in  Congress  and  elsewhere,  the  oppo- 
sition to  the  war  to  suppress  the  factional 
rebellion  of  the  ambitious  Aguinaldo. 

No  republican  needs  help  the  democracy 
in  their  opposition  to  our  republican  ad- 
ministration and  Congress. 

We  want  a  candidate  like  Casar's  wife, 
not  only  innocent,  but  above  suspicion. 

Every  day   makes   it    plainer   that   Mc- 
>Kinley  and  Bryan  are  to  be  the  two  candi- 
dates.    Which  do  republicans  prefer? 

Every  republican  convention  which  has 
been  held  so  far  has  endorsed  McKinley 
enthusiastically  and  unqualifiedly.  Shall 
we  falter  here? 

What  led  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Reed? 

In  one  now  historic  word  defection  from 
the  republicanism  of  the  nation. 

He  stood  against  the  Administration, 
against  the  war  with  Spain,  against  the 
suppression  of  Aguinaldo's  rebellion. 

For  all  that  we  know  he  stands  against 
the  war  now  and  in  the  most  implicable 
opposition  to  President  McKinley. 
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He  did  not  condescend  to  take  into  his  con- 
fidence, his  magnificent  constituency,  who 
have  so  honored  him  and  supported  him 
with  a  loyalty  and  generosity  such  as  few 
public  men  have  ever  received,  for  more 
than  a  score  of  yea*,,  in  his  cold,  skeleton 
and  unfeeling  letter  of  resignation  of  his 
high  office. 

As  the  case  now  stands,  what  is  the  po- 
litical situation  in  the  first  Congressional, 
district  of  Maine? 

Mr.  Reed  has  resigned  without  thanks 
or  explanation  to  his  disappointed  and  ag- 
grieved constituency,  and  with  all  his  po- 
litical apostacy  stoutly  maintained. 

More  than  all  this,  gratitude  for  past 
distinguished  services,  and  admiration  for 
his  preeminent  abilities,  „have  betrayed 
many  heretofore  steadfast  republicans  into 
a  feeling  of  hostility  to  the  President;  which 
in  their  cooler  judgment  later  they  will 
deeply  depiore. 

This  is  especially  true  and  manifest  of 
some  of  the  republican  newspapers  in  his 
district,  and  it  has  shocked  other  republi- 
can papers  into  a  state  of  political  paralysis. 
Their  long  accustomed  adoration  of  their 
political  idol  warps  their  better  judgment. 
But  let  us  hope  that  the  great  majority 
of  the  party  will  not  be  led  into  the  mis- 
take of  following  Mr.  Re?d  into  his  defec- 
tion from  our  great  national  republican 
party,  the  hope  of  the  republic  in  the  pres- 
ent crisis  of  our  national  affairs. 

Let  not  this  district  be  the  only  republi- 
can Congressional  district  in  the  United 
S_tates  which  does  not  support  the  President. 
|lftr.  Allen  has  been  the  private  secretary 
'of  Mr.  Reed  for  many  years,  and  is  just  as 
full  of  Mr.  Reed's  opinions,  prejudices 
and  animosities  as  Mr.  Reed  himself.  ■ 
""Mr.  Allen's  candidacy  is  urged  for  the 
express  purpose  of  perpetuating  the  regime 
of  Mr.  Reed. 

Mr.  Allen's  relations  with  Mr.  Reed  as 
his  confidential  secretary  have  so  peifectly 
and  completely  identified  the  two  in  the 
public  mind,  that  the  election  of  Mr. 
Allen  as  Reed's  successor  will  be  regarded 
everywhere  throughout  the  country,  in 
Congress  and  by  the  Administration  as  an 
endorsement  of  Mr.  Reed  and  a  cool  rebuff 
of  President  McKinley. 

No  matter  how  cunningly  the  platform 
may  be  worded  the  whole  world  will  see 
that  Mr.  Allen  is  a  Sancho  Panza  candidate. 
This  is  "just  exactly'"  what  a  vast  ma- 
jority of  the  republicans  of  our  first  district 
do  not  want  to  do.  It  would  justly  and  in- 
evitably deprive  us  of  all  influence  with  the 
Administration. 

We  cannot  afford  to  have  the  Adminis- 
tration feel  that  it  has  not  the  support  of 
our  Congressional  district.  I  cannot  be 
lieve  that  any  thoughtful  republican  desires 
any  such  blot  and  stain  upon  our  repub- 
licanism. 

Mr.  Reed's  position  is  well  understood 

throughout    the    country   and   the    world. 

Aguinaldo  banks  on  his  kind  of  politics. 


Mr.  Allen  is  Mr.  Reed's  candidate  and 
this  objection  is  enough  to  Mr.  Allen's 
candi'dacy .     If  should  be  fatally  conclusive. 

Of-al!  the  men  who  would  be  seriously 
thought  of  in  this  connection  Mr.  Allen  is 
the  most  objectionable;  and  no^explana- 
tion  could  be  made  which  would  be  credited 
anywhere,  that  he  was  not  nominated 
through  the  influence  of  Mr.  Reed. 

Who,  with  American  blood  in  his  veins, 
and  true  republicanism  in  his  heart,  in  this 
time  of  war,  will  say  or  do  aught  against 
the  President? 

During  his  administration  he  has  so 
borne  himself  in  his  high  office  as  to  com- 
mand the  respect  and  admiration  of  the 
world ! 

He  has  placed  himself  upon  the  highest 
pinnacle  among  our  greatest  Presidents. 
His  state  papers  and  public  speeches  have 
betrayed  a  lofty,  patriotic,  calm  and  con- 
siderate spirit  "with  malice  towards  none," 
which  reminds  us  of  the  immortal  Lincoln. 

In  the  South  he  has  led  "captivity 
captive"  and  has  crowned  the  work  of 
Lincoln  and  Grant  and  made  us  a  nation 
of  one  heart.

THE   ALIGNMENT  OF   THE 
PARTIES. 

Thd"  hinge  upon  which  the  great  contest 
between  the  republican  and  democratic 
parties  will  turn,  and  unavoidably  must 
turn,  is  the  policy  of  our  republican  Ad- 
ministration and  Congress  relating  to  the 
Philippines. 

This  is  the  supreme  issue  and  nothing 
can  divert  the  attention  of  the  American 
people  from  it.  Republican  prosperity  has 
settled  at  once  the  tariff  issue  and  the  free 
silver  coinage  issue,  at  least  for  the  present. 
These  questions  will  be  discussed  as  of 
minor  importance  as  they  really  are,  and 
the  high  debate  will  be  upon  imperialism, 
upon  what  the  republicans  mean  by  im- 
perialism, and  especially  upon  what  they 
do  not  mean. 

Absolutely  the  first  thing  to  be  known 
in  order  to  intelligently  consider  the  Phil- 
ippine question  is  the  Senate  resolution  of 
Feb.  14  last  which  declares  : 

"That  by  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  of 
peace  with  Spain  it  is  not  intended  to 
incorporate  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  into  citizenship  of  the  United 
States;  nor  is  it  intended  to  annex  said 
islands  as  an  integral  part  of  the  territory 
of  the  United  States ;  but  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  United  States  to  establish  on  said 
islands  a  government  suitable  to  the  wants 
and  conditions  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
islands,  to  prepare  them  for  self-govern- 
ment, and  in  due  time  make  such  disposi- 
tion of  said  islands  as  will  best  promote  the 
interest  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  the  inhabitants  of  said  islands." 

Note  the  points  of  the  resolution.  First. 
The  inhabitants  are  not  now  nor  are  they 
to  become  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  They  are  not  to  be  territories 
or   states    of   the    American    Union.     The

LIFE   AND  SERVICES  OF  THE   DEMOCRATIC  PRES- 
IDENTIAL CANDIDATE. 


Alton  Brooks  Parker,-  the  Democratic  -candidate  for  President,  is  of 
Revolutionary  stock.  Mis  great  grandfather,  John  .Parker,  born  in  Worces- 
ter, Massachusetts,  i?5 J,  was  one  of  the  ''embattled  farmers"  who  "fired  the 
shot  heard  round  the  world,"  at  Concord.  He  was  a  farmer,  and  left  his 
plow  in  1776  to  serve  in  the  patriot  army  which  Washington  commanded. 
When  the  republic  was  established  he  returned  to  his. farm,  but  not  alone, 
for  he  brought  with  him  a  wife  he  had  married,  the  "daughter  of  the 
regiment,"  so  called  because  of.  her  devotion  to  it  and  in.  which  her  father, 
Lieutenant  Temple,  was  an  officer.  This  John  Parker  lived  out  his  life  on 
his  farm  at  Worcester,  respected  by  his  neighbors,  a  man  of  independence, 
intelligence  and  industry.  A  son  was  born  to  him  to  whom  was  given  the 
name  of  John,  who,  reaching  manhood,  married  Betsy  Brooks,  of  Worces- 
ter, and  went  to  Cortland,  Cortland  County,  State  of  New  York,  where 
he  bought  a  farm.  From  his  wife  there  came  the  middle  name  the  Presi- 
dential candidate  bears.  This  John  Parker  was  recognized  by  his  neighbors 
as  a  highly  educated  man,  who  greatly  mourned  that  the  struggle  for  life 
on  his  farm  prevented  him  from  giving -to  his  sons  and  daughters  the  same 
advantages  of  education  he  had  enjoyed.  He  had  a  son,  John  Brooks,  on 
whose  shoulders  early  devolved  the  conduct  of  the  Cortland  farm.  Of 
little  scholastic  training,  John  Brooks  was  a  studious  man  who  read  widely 
and  deeply  and  preached  in  "his_  family  the  truths  of  the  value  of  an  educa- 
tion, until  he  bred  in  his  son,' Alton  Brooks,' a  burning  desire  for  learning.

WHAT    KIND  *? 


In  the  contest  for  Speaker  no  honest  member  will  be  sat- 
isfied to  east  his  vote  in  favor  of  a  man  who  stands  in  a 
friendly  attitude  towards  the  great  Postal  Ring  which  has 
robbed  the  Government  of  millions  of  dollars  within  the 
past  few  years.  No  suspicion  attaches  to  Mr.  "Wood,  Mr. 
Cox,  or  Mr.  Kerr.  But  how  does  Mr:  Eandall  stand?  Very 
plain  frauds  were  investigated  by  the  Committee  of  Post 
Offices  and  Post  Roads  in  42d  Congress,  and  also  in  the  43d. 
The  testimony  taken  was  not  printed  in  either  case,  and 
whitewashing  reports  were  made  ;  and  yet  a  series  of  articles 
printed  in  the  Sun,  commencing  September  24,  1874,  and 
ending  about  January  8,  1875,  record  evidence  was  adduced 
proving  conclusively,  not  only  the  existence  of  a  postal 
ring,  but  the  truth  of  the  more  important  charges  upon 
which  was  based  the  investigation  of  the  43d  Congress. 
Mr.  Randall  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Post 
Offices  and  Post  Roads,  and  his  name  is  signed  to  the  re- 
ports of  the  investigations  referred  to.  Every  member  of 
the  House  should  inquire  into  the  course  pursued  by  this 
candidate  respecting  the  charges  against  the  postal  service 
of  the  country  and  its  administration. 

The  investigation  of  the  42d  Congress,  2d  session,  which 
was  instituted  in  consequence  of  charges  published  in  a 
Washington  newspaper  by  Wm.  McKibben,  an  ex-member  of 
Congress  from  California,  who  was  prosecuting  witness  before 
the  Committee,  who  testified  in  a  manner  that  was  likely  to 
prove  fatal  to  the  ring,  when  he  suddenly  disappeared. 
After  some  days  it  was  discovered  that  he  was  at  an  asylum 
not  far  off,  and  the  Committee  awaited  patiently  his  recov- 
ery from  the  effects  of  beastly  intoxication.  But  their 
patience  was  rewarded  in  a  most  singular  manner.  The 
prosecuting  witness,  whose  terrific  roar  at  the  outset  gave 
promise  of  "wholesale  slaughter  among  the  guilty  contractors, 
and  their  official  allies,  when  brought  again  before  the  Com- 
mittee had  lost  his  memory.  He  recollected  nothing  of  a 
nature  injurious  to  the  ring,  and  the  investigation  fell 
through.  McKibben  was  poor  then  ;  he  was  shortly  after- 
wards known  to  be  rich,  and  in  the  Washington  Republican 
was  subsequently  spoken  of  as  "  Attorney  for  Mail  Con- 
tractors."

"It  is  not  wealth,  or  high  estate,

NOT  A  PROGRESSIVE. 
Although  the  only  avowed  candidate  for  the  Republican  nomination 
at  Saratoga,  he  received  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  votes,  and 
Colonel  Roosevelt  said  in  offering  the  name  of  Mr.  Stimson  that 
Bennet  is  "not  the  man  for  the  place."  Wow !  He  worked  in  caucus 
and  on  the  floor,  and  voted  for  Cannon  for  Speaker,  and  voted  against 
enlarging  the  Rules  Committee  and  putting  Cannon  off  of  it.  He 
voted  for  the  tariff  bill,  and  consistently  worked  and  voted  with  the 
Cannon-Aldrich  machine  in  revising  the  tariff  upwards.

On  his  junket  abroad  he  went  at  Government  expense  to  Paris,  Bethle- 
hem, Jerusalem,  the  House  of  Lords,  and  other  places,  "investigating 
immigration  conditions,"  and  charged  it  up  as  "necessary  expenses." 
And  then  added  twenty-five  per  cent  for  tips !  He  says  he  is  a  teetotaler, 
and  yet  there  is  all  kinds  and  quantities  of  good  liquor  charged  up  to 
the  Federal  Government  on  his  and  the  Commission's  expense  account, 
as  well  as  $6  per  day  hotel  bill  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  when  the  gentle- 
man lives  in  New  York  City.  And  so  he  has  been  plumed  "Count 
Expense  Willie."

In  the  62nd  Congress  he  prepared  the  final 
draft  of  the  anti-injunction  and  anti-conspiracy 
features  of  the  Clayton  anti-trust  bil)  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  committee.
